In the Supreme Court last Monday 


Justice Williams banded down an opin- 
ion which sets aside the claim of eminent 
domain made by trolley companies in 
suburban districts. 
The case decided 


was tbat of the Pennsylvania Schuylkill 
Valley Railroad Company, appellant, 
against the Montgomery County Pas- 
senger Railroad Company, appealed from 
the Common Pleas Court of Montgom- 
ery county. Justice Williams decided 
that the street railway act gave no right 
of eminent domain, and that as the trol- 
ley lines are incorporated under that act 
they have no power to construct their 
road where the taking of property is in- 
cident or necessary to it, without tbe 
consent of the owner of the property. 


Justice Williams reviewed the early 


history of railway legislation and said: 


"The consent of township authorities 


justifies an entry upon the public road so 
far as the public is concerned, but the 
supervisors of the townships have no 
right to bind private property or subject 
it to a servitude for the benefit of any 
person or corporation other than the 
township and the public it represents. 
The carriage of passengers through the 
township, on their journey from one city 
or borough to another, by rail is in no 
sense a township purpose; and whether 
these passengers make their journey in 
cars drawn by a locomotive over a steam 
railroad or in those propelled by electric- 
ity over tracks laid upon the highways, 
is immaterial both to taxpayers and to 
landowners along the route traveled, 
except as the adoption of one or the other 
of these modes of transportation may 
affect the township roads or the private 
property of citizens. When the super- 
visors give their consent to the occupa- 
tion of the township roads by a street 
railway they speak as the representatives 
of those who build and those who own 
the roads, but not as the representatives 
of the private property over which the 
roads pass. The street railway compan- 
ies cannot reach the property owners 
either through 'the local authorities' or 
by the right of eminent domain, as the 
law now stands; and it is not easy to see 
how such a company can protect itself in 
the use of country roads except by con- 
tract with every owner of property along 
the roads they wish to occupy. 


"The trouble is that the supposed needs 


of the country have outgrown its legisla- 
tion, and an effort is now being made to 
adapt street railways to purposes for 
which they were never intended, and for 
which the existing legislation relating to 
them was not framed. 


"Cities and boroughs possess the neces- 


sary power over their streets to enable 
them to authorize their use by a street 
railway. Townships do not possess mu- 
nicipal powers, and under existing laws 
their control over the public road is 
limited." 


He then discussed the proper way for 


authority to be given by township offi- 
cials and added:

PENSIONS FOK TEACHERS-TWO CENTS 


A MILE ON RAILROADS— 


OTHER BILLS. 


The following important measures 


were introduced in the House: 


To tax national banks four mills on 


the actual value of their capital; provid- 
ing for a pension of $10 a month to pub- 
lic school teachers who have taught 50 
years or more within the public schools of 
the State; prohibiting railroad companies 
from charging more than two cents a 
mile, and making the minimum fare 
flve cents. Each offense is punishable 
by a fine of $500; making it a misde- 
meanor to organize a trust to advance 
the price of food supplies; amending the 
Brooks High License law, providing for 
regular visits ol' constables to saloons 
and report thereon; amending the Liquor 
law so as to prohibit the sale of liquor 
on election days only between the hour 
of 7 a. m. and 7 p. m.; authorizing 
School Directors to allow the use of pub- 
lic school text books in private schools 
when such schools are conducted for the 
benefit of the scholars of the district. 


The House has at last done something 


in the way of economy, and by a vote of 
69 nays to .36 yeas, knocked out tbe bill 
to increase the salary of the Superin- 
tendent of Public Printing from $2,000 
to $3,000. This bill has been regarded 
as an administration bill, and the delay 
in appointing a successor to W. Hayes 
Grier hus been caused by the desire to 
give th<> new appointee the bene.lt of 
the increased salary. 


The following bills passed finally: 
Authorizing cities and boroughs to 


levy a tax and make appropriations for 
the establishment and maintenance of 
free libraries; incorporating societies for 
the improvement of streets and public 
places; prohibiting school directors, con- 
trollers or superintendents from chang- 
ing the text books now in use in public 
schools, exclusive of high schools and 
normal schools, for five years from the 
passage of the act. 


where no legal consent has been obtain- 
ed and where no attention has been paid 
to the rights of the property holders. 
Such railways cannot now be torn up or 
enjoined, either by the township officers 
or at the instance of land owners along 
their routes. 


"Where such enterprises have been 


allowed to proceed and tiie expenditure 
of large sums of money has been per- 
mitted it would be inequitable to correct 
at this time what was a mutual mistake, 
under the influence of which these enter- 
prises have been pushed to completion ; 
but it would seem desirable that such 
charters should not be granted in future 
until the Legislature has made such pro- 
visions for the assessment of damages to 
property as shall protect the owners from 
the additional servitude which the con- 
struction of electric railways does cer- 
tainly impose upon all adjoining owners 
outside of municipal boundaries. 


"The only remaining question raised 


in this case is over the right of a street 
railway to build any part of its line be- 
fore it has the right to complete it. A 
steam railroad may enter upon any part 
of its line and commence building, sub- 
ject only to its duty to complete the line 
in accordance with its charter. 
The 


reason of this is that it is clothed with 
the power of eminent domain and may 
enter and appropriate land regardless of 
the will of the owner.

One of the best gems of Allen, of

Tariff and Revenue Figures. 
The claim tbat the McKTnley tariff 


provided sufficient revenues and allow- 
ed a surplus besides proves to be just as 
false as lots more claims tbat have been 
made by the high tariff boomers. Dur- 
ing the four years' run of the McKinley 
law the customs revenues fell off to the 
extent of »157,000,000 as compared with 
the previous four years under the tariff 
of 1883. 
The expenditures of the gov- 


ernment exceeded the receipts by $31,- 
000,000 where in the previous years the 
excess in receipts amounted to $387,000,- 
000. 
There were sufficient returns in 


revenue to tide the Harrison administra- 
tion over, but this was due to the $110,- 
000,000 surplus from Cleveland's first 
term, and if the Harrison term had lack- 
ed this it would never have recovered 
through the operations of the McKinley 
bill. The government expenditures dur- 
ing the McKinley tariff years aggregated 
$1,462,000,000, about one million dollars 
for every day in the year, and this was 
an increase of $285,000,000 over the 
Cleveland term when the aggregate was 
$1,153,000,000. 


Another noteworthy fact is given in 


the net gold exports from this country 
during the McKinley period, the amount 
being $180,000,000, while in theCleveland 
years the country received $4,700,000 
more gold than was exported. 


It is too early to judge of the capabili- 


Ues of the Wilson tariff, especially when 
the revenues must be devoted to meet- 
ing the costly deficiencies and provisions 
of the McKinley law, which substituted 
a $10,000,000 bounty and cut off a reve- 
nue of $47,000,000 in the single item of 
sugar alone: but the Wilson law is meet- 
ing with the indorsement of the commer- 
cial and industrial centres, and that is 
all its advocates ever claimed for it.

Legis- 
lature's doings appear to be, like those 
promises, mostly for private or party 
gain. 


The people of the county are tiring 


rapidly of the present Board of Direc- 
tors of the Poor. The people of the 
State aredisgcoted with the Legislature, 
yet they have been so long used to Leg- 
islatures of the kind aucl their unscrupu- 
lous partisan methods that they have 
almost ceased to expect a better order 
of things. The sole aim of the present 
Legislature seems to be the creation 
and enlargement of offices for the pur- 
pose of rewarding party dependents. 


The Philadelphia Record says: 
"The Legislatures of New York, In- 


diana, Missouri and some other States 
have given the country a foretaste of 
the blessings promised by a restoration 
of Republican rale. Two mass meetings 
have been held in New York city to 
protest against the threatened partisan 
legislation dictated by Boss Platt. Gov- 
ernor Morton has within a few days 
been constrained to send a message to his 
fellow-Republicans in the Legislature 
rebuking them for their neglect to pass 
necessary laws. But the Legislature, 
heedless of protests and rebukes, has 
turned to take its orders from the Boss 
who has constituted himself the sole 
representative of the Republican party 
in New York." 


"The Republican Legislature of In- 


diana closed it* session in the midst of a 
scene of anarchy and violence. In Mis- 
souri the Governor is considering the 
propriety of convening the Republican 
Legislature in extra session in order 
that it may pass necessary laws neglect- 
ed in the regular term. In Nebraska 
the Legislature has just passed a bill to 
place the municipal government of 
Omaha under control of the American 
Protective Association and of a band of 
Republican boodlers." 


Proposed Amendment of the 


Brooks Law. 


Llcenm Band on Receipt*. 


In the House last Tuesday a bill was 


introduced by Mr. Little, of Philadel- 
phia, amending the Brooks high license 
act. It regulates license feffl as follows: 
For gross receipts amounting to $35,000, 
$1,500: »25,000, $1,000; $15,000, $750; all 
under $15,000, $500; residents of cities of 
the third class, whose gross receipts 
amount to $15,000 or oveK $750. Resi- 
dents who .gross receipts are less than $10,- 
000 are required to pay a license of $350; 
in all other cities those whose gross re- 
ceipts amount to $10,000 are required to 
pay $500, and all those whose gross re- 
ceipts are less, $300. Residents of bor- 
oughs are required to pay $150, and those 
of townships $75. 


The bill provides further that persons 


receiving license shall pay in addition to 
the amount indicated $25 a year in cities 
of the first and second class and $15 in all 
other cities, boroughs and townships. 
These amounts are to be used to pay in- 
spectors and clerks appointed by the 
I courts granting the licenses, who are to 
be paid not more than $2,000 a year. 
They are required to examine accounts 
appertaining to the purchase and sales of 
liquors or any admixture thereof, and file 
with the Clerk of Quarter Sessions at least 
every three months an estimate of the 
business done by each licensed dealer in 
their respective districts. The Clerks of 
Court are required to .compile a report 
from these statements and submit it to 
the Judge granting licenses, who are re- 
quired to classify the license accordingly 
The clerks and inspectors most furnish a 
bond of $5,000, and may only be removed 
for cause. The bill authorizes the sale of 
Liquor on election day after 7 o'clock in 
the evening, and provides that any minor 
who misrepresents his age in order to pro- 
cure liquor shall be subject to a penalty of 
not less than $20 nor more than $100, or 
an imprisonment of sixty days. 


OTHBB BILLS. 


The Harvey bill to encourage the use of

126 yeas and 16 nays. It is claimed by 
the friends of the measure that it will do 
much to improve the roads. 


Bills were introduced making it unlawful 


for building and loan associations to estab- 
lish and maintain offices or employ agents 
in counties other than that wherein their 
principal office shall be located and mak- 
ing it unlawful to solicit or receive sub- 
scriptions to the stock of such associations 
except within the county where the prin- 
cipal office is located.

PREPARING THE LAND.

SUBJECTS. 


Early in the spring the land is plowed 


for corn, and.for several reasons, the 
flat being the desire to allow the frost 
to pulverize the soil and also to destroy 
the cutworms. This is very necessary 
if sod land is to be used for corn, as the 
damage done by cutworms is often such 
as to prevent the making of a crop, as 
well as entailing much additional labor 
for replanting. There is a saving of 
time by early plowiig because the teams 
will be busy later on. Sod land should 
be plowed in the fall and left unharrow- 
ed and then cross plowed in toe spring. 
In some sections the farmers work over 
the land with a disc barrow in the spring 
if the sod was turned under in the fall, 
bat it is better to plow in the spring and 
then use the disc barrow to cut up and 
pulverize the soil. All heavy yields of 
corn have been secured on land that was 
made fine and put in the best possible 
condition for the seed. The first pre- 
paration for corn is one-half the advant- 
age, as it gives the young plants an early 
and vigorous growth, and increases their 
capacity for securing plant food as well 
as enabling them to better withstand 
drought. 


MANURE OS CORN LAND. 


It is customary to use all kinds of 


manure on corn land, no matter how 
coarse it may be, for the reason that the 
corn plant is a gross feeder, and com- 
pletely covers the surface of the ground 
with a netting of roots and rootlets, but 
if a large yield is desired it will be found 
that the better the condition of the man- 
ure, and the nearer its approach to 
solubility, the more vigorous the corn 
plants at the start. If the manure is 
unrotted, and must decompose in the 
son, it will be only when the plants are 
nearly ready to mature that the manure 
will begin to become available, and a 
large proportion will remain over until 
the second year, which is no loss bat 
prevents ita use for the crop of the first 
year at a time when the plant food is 
most required by the crop. 


CULTTVATKOJ. 


Cultivation of corn should be done 


with the object of giving it an early 
start so as to get the plants ahead of the 
weeds and to afford the greatest root 
capacity before the dry weather of sum- 
mer comes. It may happen that the 
manure is inferior, and affords but little 
benefit, especially at first. If the plants 
do not have a bright green color apply 
100 pounds of nitrate of soda per acre, 
and the effect will be quickly noticable 
after the next rain, bat if sod land is 
use! for corn the nitrogen will in all 
probability not be lacking, but a bag of 
finely ground bone meal may be used. 
Keep the cultivator in the field until the 
weeds and grass nave been completely 
subdued, for if this is not done the labor 
applied to growing a corn crop win be 
partly lost as the yield maybe reduced 
below the cost of production.—PMla.

Stirring the Soil. 


An orchardist in one of tbe western 


counties of this State tried an experi- 
ment which strongly proved the benefit 
of cultivating the ground in orchards. 
He set ont an apple orchard and gave it 
good care. The fifth year it bore eight 
barrels of fruit; twenty barrels the sixth 
year; and for eight years afterwards the 
annual product was eighty-five barrels 
on an average. Cultivation had been 
continued up to this date, and he thought 
it was now time to set it to grass and 
clover. The neit year tbe product fell 
to eighteen barrels, or to less than one 
quarter. Cultivation was then resumed, 
and the second year it bore 225 barrels. 
The owner concluded to keep up clean 
culture in the future.—Country Gentle- 
man. 


Give Thy Horse His Head. 


A few weeks ago two horses were 


drawing each a load of coal up a rising 
ground in the suburbs of our city. The 
hinder horse had the check rein swung 
loosely on his neck, and the animal was 
hanging his head forward, and by throw- 
ing bis weight into his collar was drag- 
ging his load steadily and without undue 
strain on his muscles and joints. The 
foremost horse, was braced up with a 
tight check rein, his head cramped and 
raised, his mouth fretted and every joint 
and muscle starting and strained at each 
step be took. 


The two men were talking to each 


other, and tie carter of the hinder horse 
was heard to say: "Bill, go and give thy 
hone his head; he'll pull that load 
easier." Bill went and let down the 
check rein. The horse immediately did 
his work in a way which conveyed the 
relief he felt as clearly as if he bad said: 
"There, thank you; I'm all right now." 
We would advise every one who has the 
charge of a draft horse when he is at 
work to follow the advice, "Give thy 
horse bis head; hell pull that load 
easier."—Our Dumb Animate.

Thepoul- 
tryman will some day know ttiat, when 
be feeds a mixed diet of turnips, chop- 
ped clover and other bulky food, with 
only enough grain to balance the ra- 
tions, as is done for the cow, he will get 
better result*, and at a lower cost.

Spreading Fresli Manure. 


The practice which is becoming more 


common, of spreading fresh manure on 
land and allowing it to remain through 
winter till the rains and melting snows 
carry the soluble portions down into the 
thawing soil early in spring, is still op- 
posed by some on the ground that the 
enriching portions are thus washed 
away from the land and wasted. This 
opinion appears to be founded on theory, 
and not from careful test. In one case 
heaps of fresh manure were placed on 
steep hill-sides covered with grass. The 
rain washed the heaps, and carried the 
liquid manure about five feet at the 
furthest down the hill, and by that dis- 
tance it was all absorbed by the earth. 
A part of the liquid was washed away 
from the heaps before the ground was 
thawed and while It was yet in the con- 
dition of ice. But as soon as there was 
enough water to dissolve the soluble 
manure, there was at the same time 
quite enough soil thawed bo absorb and 
told jt There was no difficulty what- 
ever in the process, for the rain did not 
come down like a running brook over 
;he whole broad surface, but the rain 
drops sprayed it gently, and the tbaw- 
ng earth could easily absorb all the fer- 
dlizing parts, which constituted but a 
small portion of the liquids. If the 
eaps had been thrown into the bottom 


of a brook, the result would have been 
different, but farmers would not make 
such mistakes unless they did so on pur- 
pose. 


This question was discussed last win- 


er at the annual of the Western New 
York Horticultural Society, when, in 
answer to this objection, Mr. J. A. Root, 
if Skaneateles, said he had found a great 
benefit to have land covered in winter, 
and that It was better to place the ma- 
nure on the ground than toallow.it to 
waste. Mr. Kupert said that a farmer 
lear him draws out manure and spreads 
t on a steep hill-side, with a descent of 
45°, and he could see no effect of the 
manure two or three feet below. A 
trong soil would however retain it 
much better than a light, gravelly or 
»rous one.—Country Gentleman. 


Some Points on Beefsteak. 


A writer in an exchange has the fol- 


owing to say on the subject: 


"I have been waiting for some one to 
ive all the points in the proper cooking 
f beefsteak, but one of the three neces- 
sary points has not yet been mentioned 
—do not cover the beefsteak while cook- 
ng. Here are the three essential points: 
Have pan very hot; do not cover; do not 
salt until ready to take from the pan. 


L gas range is best for cooking beef- 
steak, as with it one can most readily 
et the pan at the proper temperature. 
The grease used should be beef tallow or 


utter—no hog fat. Put in the steak, 


and in one minute turn it." 


"If it is covered so closely that the 
team does not freely escape, it will be 
ess tender. Unfortunately some grease 
rill sputter out on the stove, but when 
ie choice is between good meat and a 
hiny stove, I say choose the former, 


the steak is salted while cooking, it 


will be less tender. Steak should never 


chipped with the knife, and decent 


teak, properly cooked, will not need to 
3e pounded. The steak should be cut 
t least half an inch thick. A person 
accustomed to cooking steak in the 
wrong way will almost invariably cook it 
oo long when first she cooks it by proper 
methods; for the juices retained in the 
nterior of the steak are reddish, and the 
nterior of the steak.will be red and raw 
xiking when it is well cooked. One 
cannot make first quality gravy when 
teak is cooked properly, for all the juice 


in the meat. By the slow cooking, 


overing method, of the juices cooked 
ut one may get one-third for the gravy, 
bile two-thirds go into thin air." 
"Ham should be cooked the same way 


as beefsteak—cut thick, pan very hot 
when meat is put in, then turned quick- 
ly and not covered. On the other hand, 
bacon should be cut thin and be cooked 
longer." 


"More than one-half oi', the juiciness 


and tenderness of meat depends upon 
the manner of cooking. Improper cook- 
ing easily spoils the beat steak; good 
cooking will make poor steak almost 
palatable.^

Good'Cake Receipts. 


MUITSOJI CAKE. — Two cups sugar, 


one-halt cup butter, tour eggs, one cup 
milk, four cups flour, one-half nutmeg, 
two cups chopped raisins, one teaapooa- 
fnl yeast powder; bake In a moderate 
oveu three-quarters of an hour. Filliug 
for the above, but it is very nice without 
the filling: One cup grated chocolate, 
one-half cup sugar, one-half cup'milk; 
boil slowly fifteen minutes, flavor with 
vanilla and while warm cut the cake and 
spread between and over the top. 


COCOANTO CAKE.-One cup sugar, 


one-half cup butter, one-half cup sweet 
milk, three eggs, two cups flour, oue 
teaspoon baking powder, one cup des- 
sicated cocoanut; frost with one egg. 


AisioNDCAKE.—Oneandone-halfcups 


sugar, one-half cup butter, two-thirds 
cup of milk, white of three eggs beaten 
stiff, two cups flour, heaping teaspoon of 
baking powder, one pound almonds 
chopped flne. Frosting for this or any 
white cake: Yolks of three eggs beaten 
thick, eighteen teaspoons of powdered 
sugar, one-half cup of currants and 
citron cut flne, or of chopped raisins in- 
stead; flavor with vanilla, put the frost- 
ing on the cake in the pan while hot and 
harden in a cool oven. 


JELLY ROLL CAKE.—Four eggs, one 


cjip sugar, one cup flour, one teaspoon 
baking powder and vanilla; bake on cake 
sheet and when done turn on a towel, 
bottom upward; spread with filling and 
roll. Filling: One cup grated chocolate, 
half cup sugar, half cup milk; boil slow- 
ly until thick, and spread over the cake 
while hot and roll tightly. 


DKIED APPLE OA.KE.—Two cupsdried 


apples, stew just enough to chop, and 
chop about the size of raisins; boil in two 
cups of molasses till preserved through, 
drain ofl the molasses; for the cake add 
two eggs, one cup butter, one cup sour 
milk, two teaspoons soda^ four cups 
flour and spices of all kinds. Add the 
apples last thing.

Salt and soda are excellent for bee- 


stings and spider bites.
